Let's go hack to the wag- 
on I** BnlTeted and janiined by the 
crowd that had filled the streets, and 
now packed the City Hall to over- 
flowing.

He said not a word of person- 
al valor or personal bravery — s|X)ke 
notliing alwut his own wounds or 
his own .suffering— but he gave 
praise and thanks for the love and 
sup}X)rt and loyalty of " the folks at 
home." He said that the honor and 
glory did not alone belong to those 



who did conspicuous service on the 
battlefield, but that U was due also 
to those who rendered sympathy, 
comfort and aid, to the Red Cross 
nurse in the hospitals and to those 
who gave for such cause to the un- 
rewarded troops who patiently 
guarded lonely bridges and isolated 
tunnels; to fathers, mothers and 
sisters whio remained at home, and 
who by rigid economy saved from 
the daily store that the fighting men 
at the front might be better clothed. 

Oh, what a tribute her brother — 
her fighting brother — was paying to 
these fathers and mothers, to those 
sisters and brothers at home; to her 
father, to her mother; yes and to 
herself. Sometimes, during the 
many long months, she had fretted 
and scolded because of the lack of 
things she believed they might have, 
and they could have. There had 
beet! times when she was vexed and 
annoyed by the ceaseless demands — 
to give, to save, to sacrifice. It had 
semed as if the army was everything. 
But now she was infinitely glad — su- 
premely 'proud of the part she had 
taken, of the sacrifice she had made 
for the Great Cause of which Conrad 
spoke.

Conrad finished his speech, bow- 
ed, and turned to his seat, leaving 
the audience c;linging with heart- 
throbbing i\iterest to his final word. 
Not till he sat down, and the mayor 
rose ajiain, did the applause begin.

Nor did it cease till the band 
began to play, "America" again. 
The people rose, and the soul-stir- 
ring hynni burst from the many 
thousand throats with increased 
fervor.

This f>stHhlishm*»nt ot I uvu- mimh- 
not bo figured by so tnnny fet^t of 
floor si>Hce, as is the usual stDre. 
Von have to think of it in units of 
acres, almost of miles. Just stop 
)ind oonsiderthHt fifty milo^ of rail- 
road, in intricate n«*twork, are ro 
(|nlrod to care lako of this one de- 
p(»t, and you will g«M some notion 
of it8 givrantie proportions. 

One stands on a nearby hill and 
gazes, not at w hnilding, but at a 
jiunoraniH. Building after building 
Nlreloheil almost as far as the eye 
can reach. They are no toy build- 
ings. The day was liot, and when I 
had walkod from one en*l to the 
othn of just one buihUng I was 
reatly for a rest. It must have 
l»een half a mile long. There was 
not, two nor thiee, but literally a 
dozen of these — and the buildings 
were not enough to house all the 
stock that Uiiele Sam keeps there. 

Out on the ground, carefully 
covered by larpanlins, were hillocks 
and mounds of boxes and crates. 
Further along were mountain ranges 
of baled hay. It seemed as if there 
were enough hay there to feed all 
the army horses and mules in the 
world until they reached a lipe old 
age. There were piles of bags con 
taining fodder that might have l>een 
heaped into a building as tall as 
City Hall tower in Philadelphia. 



As we passed the open doors of a 
warehouse the v^ariety and quantity 
of its contents amased us. First 
we passed tons upon tons of tobacco, 
piled to the roof. Smoking there, 
we thought, for a million men until 
the IIuji is driven back to Berlin, 
Next was canned sweet corn. It 
looked as if the entire crop of Iowa 
was in that one place. Then tua- 
caroni by the ton upon ton. Next 
were shovel heads — enough of them 
to dig trenches from the sea to 
Switzerland. Next cat. vas, garbage, 
receptacles, cooling pails, picks, 
stoves, stovepipes, water-pipes, all 
vsorts of foodstuffs, and hardware and 
supplies. 

Back in America we folks com- 
plained that America was not on 
the job. If those kickers could 
come to F'rance and see what the 
Army has done here in less than 
a year, they would go home more 
than content. They would go 
home with chest expanded and chin 
up to brag about the ability of 
America to meet an emeigency, 

Regitlar City. 

For here a city, apparently per 
maneut, has sprung up Just to 
operate these wane houses and rail- 
road yards, thousands of men are 
required. Their bai racks form a 
good sized town. Thern ate mess 
halls and officers' quArters, There 
ate congregating places for the men, 
notably a nntnlier of huge Y. M. 
C. A. huts. Tliere is the Allies' 
Hut, which serves English, French 
and Amei leans ; there is a hut ex- 
clusively for the colored laborers; 
there is an oflSceis' clnb, operated 
by the * Y,' wit li canteen, tHlHard 
tatile, lounge and other comfoits; 
atu! thete are two enormous huts for 
the enlisted men, \vith room to seat 
in each upwards of seven hundred 
and fifty. These are provided with 
pianos, phonographs, canteens, 
libraries, and young Y. M C. A. 
women are on the job who know 
just how to talk to t he Amex boys. 
The ** Y" wotnan in a permanent 
camp like this is a great institution. 
She gets acquainted. She sews on 
buttons; she chats with the boys 
and ihey come to her with their tah^s 
of woe. Because she can be im- 
personal, am) have an interest in 
f*ach Mud every on** of them, her in- 
fluence is Hinnzing. The mt-re fact 
of a woman .l>eing there 1s fine 
She affeet-s their personal appear 
anoe. Here are four young women 
shut oflf from the world, the only 
women in a camp containing thou 
sands of men. And they ai*e having 
the lime of their lives. Many moie 
are needed for such jobs, ami 
Atnerica must supply them 

These places an* the social center, 
and give the social life to the com- 
missary town. It needs some re- 
laxation, sotne place to go, for it is 
a remarkably busy and hard work 
ing place. Daily huire trains com** 
in wilh loads to be slormi, other 
huge trains come iti to l>e loaded 
with supplies for the (lont. No 
bo<iy has a tuiittite to loaf. 

Back home a btisiness, a wholesale 
house, which lequired, let us say 
five thousand men, just to handle 
its waivhouses, would be some con- 
cern. Over here, we are told, this 
IS not even the largest of Uncle 
Sam*s tiepots. It looks to a man as 
if the Uuiietl States meant l)usin©ss 
in this war, and was making pre- 
parations to slay right here until 
the Gennans are oonquertHi. — J^x- 
chanae.

Somehow they recall 
the impossible peasant chorus that 
inevitably opens the typical opera 
comtque, the chorus that is al- 
ways dancing and singing, ** IIo, 
ho!" and ** Ha, ha I" tossing goblets 
in the air, and never failing to look 
extremely picturesque. 

Imagine a tall, straight -limbed 
tnan of graceful bearing, slender 
build, and hair falling almost to his 
shoulders. He. wears a soft, black, 
wide- awake hat, ornamented with 
biaid or a string of cowrie shells. 
Over his shoulders is slung, hussar 
fashion, a short white flannel cloak, 
trimmed with scarlet braid. Be- 
neath this is a kind of wHlstcoar, 
the szerdak, and a white shirt, held

It was not until she got it out from 
under her sleeve that the passengers 
subsided in to laughter. It was no- 
thing but a little mouse that got in- 
to sleeve of Mrs. Long's coat as it 
hung in the closet of her school- 
room. 



" Blessed be the maji, who invent- 
ed sleep," quoth Sancho Panza, 
the ininiortal prototype of Dickens' 
facetious Sam Weller. 

Sleep is one of man's most 
important attributes necessary to 
continue mortal life. The natural, 
healthful, but temporary, periodical 
suspension of the voluntary exercise 
of the functions and powers of the 
body and mind, is indeed a wonderful 
gift of the Creator. ** Nature's 
sweet restorer, Balmy sleep," by 
which to ** knit the ravelled sleeve of 
care. * ' 

Action and rest are the twogreat- 
est powers of animal existence. 
Sleeplessness, or insomnia, sometimes 
brought on by di.sease, wounds and 
various physical or mental troubles, 
i% the insatiate foe of natural sleep, 
that many unfortuntate mortals 
have had to contend with, in many 
periods of their lives. 

In my nearly ninety-one years of 
life, it has been more or less at 
different times, my persistent enemy; 
particularly in my later years. But 
after many experiences and plans to 
overcome this hateful adversary of 
nightly quietness of mind and 
restfulness of i)hyHical powers, I 
have gained many victories; although 
not an ibsolute conqueror. 

The numberless plans and sugges- 
tions to overcome sleeplessness, that 
everybody has known, have been 
tried by me in times of worry or 
distress, with more or less success 
or absolute failure. As during later 
years 1 often awake during the 
night, or fail to drop to sleep upon 
retiring, I have had plenty of op- 
portunities to study the.se sleepless 
problems, until finally I have met 
and adapted methods that have en- 
abled me to generally overcome this 
mi.sfortune. The solution, of course, 
is to banish worry and thought while 
seeking rest in sleep. 

** To sleep or not to sleep, that is 
the problem." How to stop think- 
ing? I at first reason with myself 
upon the necessity and vital impor- 
tance of cessation of thought; and 
my absolute dependence upon my 
Creator to give me sleep. I reason 
with and command myself, as if I 
were another person. By persistence 
I have gained the power to-cease vol- 
untary thinking. 

Preliminary to going to bed, or re- 
tiring, I try to free my mind from 
worry of work or busineas, by cheer- 
ful conversation, and often by ten 
minutes to half an hour brisk walk 
out of doors, or exercise of body in- 
doors. 

Napoleon was said to possess the 
faculty of ceasing to think and to 
.sleep at will. Many others also. 
Hence, "Trust in God" for sleep 
and self control of mind or thought, 
have been my continual aids as a 
conqueror of sleeplessness. 
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Two deaf-mute men, who had 
know each other practically all their 
lives, early this aft.ern<K)ii were 
found dead and lying beside each 
other in a room in the lodging house 
at 121 Franklin Street, conducted 
by Henry Girard. 

The cause of the deaths is su|»- 
posed to have been from inlialation 
of the fumes of illuminating \inH, 
The bodies wore removed in a police 
amliulauce to the City Hospital 
morgue to be viewed iiy Medical 
Pyxamlner Frederick H. Baker 
The dead men are Michael Mc- 
(4ralh and Leon Tiomjdey and each 
is of rnid«ile age. McGrath has 
lived in the lodging house about a 
year. Trombley's home is at 2 Elm 
Street, Southbridyre. Both had 
watches and sums of money in their 
clothing when Police Surgeon Rich- 
ard J, Sliannahan and Detective 
James J. Burke reached the places 
after a call had come to the police 
that two men had been found doa<l 
in their room. 

The call came from Girard, pro- 
prietor of the house, when he reach- 
ed home shortly after n(»on for din- 
ner. He boke ofien the door of the 
I room and found both men stretched 
on a bed with the windows partly 
open. f>r. Shann^han said the men 
must liave been dead six or seven 
hours as rigor mortis had set in. 
The gas was Wowli^ from a jet. It 
is [iresnmed that the light was 
blown out by the wind, A similar 
condition was seen relative to a 
small gas stove. » 

Evidence of a social sessiou in the 
room early in the night was seen by 
the doctor and the detective. Trom- 
bley had bank books shown deposits 
of $1700 in Worcester and South- 
bridge banks. — WorcenUr^ MuhH.^ 
P-< / Oct. m. 



Editor Journal :— Rev. 
Smielau's eftorts to lift the 
against employing deaf men in 
Khii> yards was i*ead with inteu^st in 
this pait of the State, because a few 
deaf men here had written to seve- 
ral places for sucli employment 
without success. While discusHing 
this matter with a deaf friend, pai- 
ticularly the correspondence be- 
ween Rev. Mr. Smielaii and Mr. 
Schwab, he told me had seon a long 
reel of film showing the progress of 
work in Hog Island durhig busy 
hours, a:»d it showed numerous 
traveling cranes carrying iron and 
steel parts in the air passing every 
f<^w inonuuits, and the rails under 
which cranes ride intersecting each 
other in a liowihbvring manner. It 
means so many (lodgings by men in 
dangerous jiaths of their transits, 
and theref(»re needs yelling or gong 
soundings to narn of their approach. 
Mr. Schwab must have had it in 
mind when he wrote his reply. 

I would HUic^fHt that Mr. Smielau 
and a few others ask Mr. Schwab 
for permission to visit the shipyards. 
By seeing the actual workings and 
dangers which men risk, they may 
be aide to determine whether it is 
too danger oils t(» employ the deaf or 
far from it. The deaf may as well 
ofTer their s(»rvices, taking their 
lives in their han<h<, sohli<u'-fashi(»n, 
and sign papers releasing owners 
from any responsltilllty of nccndents 
or deaths, f xce[)t such that was ab- 
solutely not the result of tlieir dnaf- 
ness — that which any hearing man 
would HufTer without a chance to es- 
cape in tim*^.

The first mechanical process in the 
manufHcturn of a postage stamp is 
the cutiiim. or engraving, of the 
die. This is a piece of steel of the 
finest quHlily, on the polished sur- 
face of which a man slowly and 
patiently cuts, line by iine, the 
portrait or oilier emblem which has 
been adopted foi the particular 
stamp. A steel engraving in what 
is called an incised (date — itiat Im, 
f»very linc^ which is to show in the 
finished print is cut into the surface 
iJiMiead of t)elng left in relief, as iu 
wood -eng laving, 

Thei die which the engravei cuts 
is a "negative," in other words, a 
level sal ot the desiun whicli the 
stamp will show. The reason for 
this soon becomes apparent 

When the <lie in finished and 
pro(yfH show it lo be satisfactcny, il 
in hardened and fixed in thw t)ed of 
u powerful press. Over it is then 
[)aHsed a sieel roller, the circumfer 
<»nce of which is several times 
larger, PresMUre is applied, ho. 
that every line on thowurface of the 
die iniprossed upon the ciicum- 
ference of the roller is larger tlian 
the area of the die. In this way 
four perfect copies of the die are re- 
produced on the roller, hut levers- 
ed. Each of those impressions is a 
*' posiiive." 

This roller is now hardened in 
Mini, in order that it may transmit 
the impiessious once more, this 
lime to the [date from which tlie 
actual printing is to be made. 
This plate is also of steel. The 
sizH i.s sufilcienl to print a whole 
slreel. of HtainpH — from two hundred 
to three hundred — at a siugle im- 
|tr(»HMion. 

Into the surface of the plate the 
impressions on the roller is forced 
by great pressure once for each 
stamp in the subsequcMd sheei and 
then tin* plati* is hardened. These 
inipiesHioiiH are negatives, so that 
the prints froni them — 'the stain [)S 
themselves — will be positives. 

Tin? reason for all this preliminary 
work is most interesting In the 
fiist (ilace, printing could not be 
doiH* from a single die, because of 
the vast qnantitit^s of stainps re- 
quired. In \\\i\ second place, it 
could not lie (hnie from the roller, 
because on tliat the liiies are in re- 
lit^f instead of being incised; and in 
tlie third place, rt would not \w feas- 
ible to have several dies, or a large 
number of them, engiave<l, both be- 
cause the(»X[»en8e would be prohibi- 
tive and because no two would be 
then absolutely alike. The present 
system makes it certain that every 
stamps of a certain lot is exactly like 
t'Very other of the same lot — a great 
safeguard against counterfeiting. 

When three printing plates have 
been ma<le, they are all fastened to 
the bed of a special printinu-press. 
Wln^n the machinery is ^-larted, the 
first plate is inked, then automatical- 
ly wiped until it is like a mirror. The 
wiping removes all the injc except 
what clirrgH to the lines of the two 
linndrfMl duplicate engravings which 
dot the surface 

Over iIh^ plate is laid a slieet i*f 
dampened pai>er, the plate is slight- 
ly wanned in order to permit the ink 
to swell, and heavy pressure is ap- 
plied. Meanwhile the second plate 
is leceiving its ink, and then the 
third comes into play ; so that 
allhou^h all tluoe are on the same 
press, each is, at a given moment, 
undergoing a different process from 
either of the olher two. 

This has wrought a great saving 
of time over the old procesH of print- 
ing by hand When the printed 
sheets are <Jry, they go t>o the gum- 
ming machine, in which they pass 
between a dry roller on one side and 
one moistened with mucilage on the 
other. From these rollers (hey are 
cast out, wet side u[>, iiiam an end- 
less web, which carries them 
through a Hteam-hiuited box. 

They come out ^\vy^ ready for the 
perforations which permit tliem to 
be torn aiiart easily. These are 
easily made by passing the sheets 
between one cylinder studded with 
steel pins and another perforated 
with holes lo match the pins. 
The two together act like the jaws 
of a conductor's punch. 

The last process is pressiug tbe 
sheets by hydr*aulic power to 
counteract the tendency to curl, 
which is imparted by the mucilage. 
Tl'ic printing of Hlamps, like the 
printing of gold and silver c(»rtifi- 
cates and bank notes, is subject to 
tlie moHf r'niisiijini Mill! ^•areful in- 
siiection 

Every sro^ei m pjiper is counted 
before it is deliven^l to the [irinler; 
and before he goes home at night 
he must return exactly the same 
number of sheets, either of perfect; 
Klamps or spoiled paper; and no 
•' seconds" or samples are given 
away to vi. ilors,— Edw^ard Williston 
1^'ieiitz, in the Youth's Com}*an%on.

The passing away of Mrs. Persis 
H. liowdeu, which we noted briefly 
in onr previous letter, was most sud* 
don and, we might add, unexpected, 
on the day that it occurred, Friday, 
October 25th. On the afternoon of 
that day she received a visit from a 
friend and apparently enjoyed it, 
except for occasional evidences of 
heart trouble. In the evening, at 
about 8-30, a sudden spell of illness 
overti>ok her and the end came al- 
most immediately* peaceably and 
without vi^^ible suffering. She was 
not abed when the summons came. 

Mrs. Bowdeu came to Philadel 
phia from New England about ten 
years ago, when, owing 16 the state 
of her health, she was forced to give 
up her active work among the deaf. 
Wliile here shedividod her time be 
tween her daughters aud her sister, 
Mrs. George T, Sanders. Her 
health, contrary to expectations, did 
not improve much after retirement 
from her former activities, which 
may have t>een due lo her age 
Wirenever her health permitted and 
there was opportunity, she attended 
the meetings of the deaf and other 
alfairs with a keeir delight, aud like- 
wise evinced a deep interest in the 
services at all Souls' Church for the 
Deaf. We can bear testimony to 
her continued interest in church 
work t)y the kindly encouragement 
she so ofterr gtive us as a Lay-Read 
er, which was deeply ajipreciated 
and for wliich we shall always re- 
mem l)er her. 

The following brief sketch ol 
Mrs, Howden, by Mr. John E. Ci'aue 
in The New Em, of May 2r>th, will, 
we trust, lie found inter-esling at 
this time, for which we preserved it. 
Mrs. Persis H. Bowden, 7ie€ 
Sviv^tt, of Henniker, N. H., entered 
the llartford Sclrool in 1863, at the 
age of elt^ven, and graduated seven 
years later Riv. W. W. Turner 
was prineipal the fii'st paitofher 
school life, followed by Rev. Col- 
lins Stotre, of both of whom she 
r*etains vivid recol lections. 

She also remembers, when she 
used to linger at the front gate to 
greet Mr. Laurent Clerc, when he 
earne from his home lo the school, 
aird receive his messages of good 
cheer*, accompanied by a fond, 
gentle pat on her head, Mr. Tur 
tier took a deep interest in her and 
made every effort lo preserve her 
sjieech and failing hearing. 

To her, he was a tlear, affection 
ate friend, aud four years jitter her 
graduation, she had the honor and 
gratification of having her marriage 
to Mr. John liowden performed by 
him. 

Mr. Stone also took much interest 
in her, and when he gave exhibi 
lions before the State Legislatures 
to show thoinoflcieucy of the pupils 
as was the ctislom in those days, she 
was sure to be otie of the favored ones 
to make the trip with him. When 
she was in tire High Class, Mr. 
Stone advised her to prepare her- 
self for a teacher, telling her of a 
possible opening for her at the 
school sonre day. 

Accordingly, after her graduation, 
she attended the Hentiiker Academy 
with h«vr hearing, with the view of 
becoming move proficient in mathe- 
matics and literature, but her 
hopes were shattered, when the sad 
news of Mr. Stone's death reached 
\n^\ Some years after, however, 
she had tire good fortune of receiv- 
ing air appointment to teach in th(« 
Beverly School, a position which 
she filled with general satisfaction 
for thirty years. Miss Swett was 
married lo Mr. John Bowden of 
Marblehead, Mass , in 1874. He 
was likewise eilucated at the Hart- 
for'd School, enteririg in 18()l. 
From this union four children were 
born — two sons and two (laughters. 
The sons died young. The dangli- 
ters (Gertrude and Helena have both 
reached womanhood. The former 
taught at the Ml. Airy School for 
three yearN, then she married and 
is novv the mother of four promisirrg 
children. Helena tauglit at the 
Beverly and Rome Schools short 
periods, then entered the dr-issmak- 
ing business. She was marrieti on 
April 24th to Mr. Alexander Mc- 
GhtM>, of Philadelphia. 

While she was teaching at the 
Beverly school, Mrs. Bowder* had 
the misfortune to lose her husband 
in a railroad accident. Thrown as 
she was upon her own resources, 
with two children to support, as 
sh« extended the field of ' her 
operations. 

Besides teaclring she diil a great 
deal of charity and nrission work in 
behalf of the »leaf in Mass. Being 
a forcible, lucitl sign maker she vvas 
often called U[>on to give lectures, 
reatlings, and render hymns She 
f^;equtMitly conducted religious ser- 
vices far the deaf in Boston, Salem^ 
Beverly, Lowell, Nashua and Con 
cord, N. H , ami in Portland, 
Maine. Moreover she was a zeal 
ous worker, for the New England 
Home for the Aged and Infirm Deaf, 
overseeing from time to trine fairs, 
plays aud entertainments, to raise 
fumls for its maintenance. Bend 
ing as she was every nerve under 
this chain of duties, it is not to be 
wondeie<l at that her health at last 
gave out, necessilaiing her giving 
up all active work. 



In the time of her great activity, 
Mrs, Bowdeu started and set on a 
permanent basis the Ladies' Auxil- 
iary of Boston, now presided over 
by Mrs. Frank W. Bigelow assisted 
by her staff of intelligent, energetic 
ladies, having for its object the 
raising of funds for the Home at 
Everett, Mass. 

Mr. Charles E. Sommer, an em- 
ployee of Ihe New Eva job printing 
department for over eight years, 
died on Saturday morning, October 
26th, 1918, from a complication of 
diseases, afl^r an illness of six 
months, at the home of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry H, Sommer, 
No. 228 S, Ann Street, Lancaster, 
Pa. 

The deceased was a skilled me- 
chanic, having worked at the print- 
ing trade in the Pennsylvania Insti- 
tution for the Deaf, at Mt. Airy, 
for about ten years. Three years 
ago, he went to the Inland Printer 
School in Chicago, III., taking a 
course in linotype instruction, and, 
when he finished the course, return- 
ed to his former place in the Era 
office, where he had been employed 
until his last illness. He is survived 
by his parents aud the following 
brothers aud sisters: John W., El- 
mer C , Louise M., Edith S., and 
May E., all of Lancaster, and Harry 
F., of Reading. Mr. Sommer was 
a member of Philadelphia Divi-

The State Journal of Monday 
speaking of proposed changes lo be 
made in' the buildings had this to 
say: Installation of passenger 
elevators will be one of theimpr(»ve . 
ments which will be in the State 
School for Dnaf when it is ti»ken 
over by the governnu^it for trans 
formation into a hospital for con 
valescent soldiers. These will t^ 
necessary, because many of the sol- 
diers will be crippled in sucli a 
manner that thty will have to 
Uvse wheel chairs and this will 
make it irrrperative that there be 
elevators that will reach the grouml 
floor, the present basement floor of 
the main building, so that th^ 
p.itients in wheeled chairs easily 
may be taken into -the yard for air 
ings. It is nut likely that au} 
changes will have to be made in the 
chapel of the institution, which 
seat^ appi'oximately 800 people, and 
is provitled with stage arrd other 
equipment, so that the soldiers can 
be tMriertained with coucerls »wid 
theatrical performances. 

Present indications are that 
sonre clianges may be made in the 
shops on the institution grounds, 
but the details are in the hands of 
the constructing quartermaster of 
the army, who will come here about 
Nov. 1. It is Ihe intention of the 
government to teach the crippled 
soldiers usefuiitrades, arul ihe plan 
may irrclude the erection of other 
sht»ps at the school. One of the 
plans undei consideration is for the 
opening of a pas.^ugeway from the 
wide side of the school gronrnls, so 
that the soldiers, wirliout diftienlty, 
may visit the Public Liorary. 

The many friends of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wm. L. Sawhill, of Swissvale, Pa., 
will surely sympathize with 
them in the death of their son, 
Clyde, vvho has given hj*^ lift* in fHf» 
cause of Uberly ami justice for the 
wliole world.

The Great Copper Mining Distriot. 

Those who have been fortunate 
enough to travel over our vast con- 
tinent and abroad, and perhaps those 
who have not been so fortunate, but 
instead have journeyed to places of 
interest nearer home, will recollect 
the tense interest and excitement 
that prevailed when the train or 
boat neared the particular spot or 
location which they have traveled to 
see. 

Entering Jerome, Yavapai coun- 
ty's brisk mining town, is a process 
calculated to inspire the traveler with 
awe, weary him to the point of en- 
nui, or to impress him with an in 
creasing curiosity concerning his des- 
tination. These several effects being 
produced according to his tempera- 
ment, state of mind, and previoos 
condition of servitude to the cxe- 
gencies of travel. The older route 
branching from the main line at 
Jerome Junction is the one most 
likely to be taken by the average 
traveler. 

The thirty-mile trip over the Unit- 
ed Verde and Pacific narrow gauge 
prepares one to expect something 
out of the ordinary. During the 
process of crawling around and 
around, back and forth, ever a bit 
higher and higher, a wonderful 
panorama of scenery spreads itself out 
before the eyes, visible through the 
open spaces between the innumerable 
hills. The last ten miles of this trip 
is one never to be forgotten, 
especially if the trip be made so 
that the setting sun throws into 
high relief the striking contour of 
the landscape, or after a passing 
thunder storm, when the floating 
clouds and mist contrive to veil the 
scene with an atmosphere suggestive 
of mystery^ 

The big sensation of the trip, how- 
ever, like all good drama, comes 
near the end, when the queerest town 
in Arizona comes into view; crawling 
over the side of the famous Black 
Hills range of mountains, lying there 
like some giant huge half real animal 
hwggtag the slope and aspiring 
toward the summit, but spilling out 
into the little undulating vales and 
ridges into the very bottom of the 
gulch below. 

Then the big smelter, the reason 
for the town*s very existence, the 
United Verde Copper Company's in- 
signia of power and dominion, looms 
up on the right, sending up by day 
and by night its column of smoke; at 
night the flame-color bursts forth in- 
to the sky as a sign of the life be- 
neath. 

Then in sharp contrast to the fm- 
pressiye sight of the smelter stacks 
the tiny station comes into view, 
verily clinging to the side of ibe 
huge mountain, which one wonders 
is really negotiable. This doubt is 
soon settled after boarding one of the 
stages, being carried down the grade 
and making the turn without mishap 
(as of course has been done for de- 
cades! ) one breathes a sigh of relief 
and all at once remembers his former 
curiosity concerning his destination. 
A ride of two miles brings one to 
the business street and the cluster 
of buildings of a variety of structure 
which house a very properous mer- 
cantile colony. 

A feeling of queerness besieges 
even the most veteran traveler 
with calloused sensibilities which 
cannot fail to take notice. 
Homes built noon the mountain side 
wherever enough of a shelving rock 
can be found or a retaining wall 
built up to support a dwelling, are 
displayed tier ^after tier. All sorts 
and conditions of dwellings and 
streets that lead surely somewhere 
but seldom into each other. 

A town of necessity is Jerome, 
and as would be expected only 
the necessary has been accomplished. 
Gradually the community life is 
shaping itself into being and the 
social contact is not without bene- 
ficent results, as witnessed by the 
very excellent school system which 
the town boasts. 

It remains for nature to do the 
really grand ad. And grand she is, 
as all through northern Arizona the 
natural scenery surrounding Jerome 
and visible across the valley of the 
Verde is a constant source of won- 
der and delight to the beholder. 

An ever-changing vista of color 
and form impressive in depth and 
magnitude and surprising in the 
variety every day, every hour, brings 
forth, from the San Francisco peaks, 
some 6o miles distant, and snow- 
covered, over ranges of wonderfully 
colored mountains to the nearer 
peaks, which have a local significance 
in their neighborly proximity on the 
farther side of the world beautiful. 
Verde River Canyon, the wonder- 
ful Arizona sky over all: surely this 
is the supreme Compensation and a 
Reward not unworthy of the effort 
of the jonrney to Jerome, spread out 
before one's wondering eyes, which 
need only to take in this big show of 
Mother Nature's, which becomes the 
chief satisfaction and delight of 
existence in Jerome, Arizona.
